Years of his late Majesty as relate to the giving of 
cautionary Notices at Elections, and to amend and 
explain an Act of the Tenth Year of his late Majesty, 
relating to Elections in Ireland.

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$) <& 1R ® 3 $$ by an Act passed in the first year of his late Preamble : 
' Majesty’s reign, intituled, « An Act for the better Regu- lGeo IV - 
“ l a tion of Polls, and for making further provision touching the 
“ Elections of Members to serve in Parliament for Ireland,” it is 
enacted. That if any person shall vote at any Election by virtue of 
the registry of an alleged Freehold under a lease of lands and tene- 
ments for a life or lives made by a lessor who had not at the time of 
making the same a freehold estate therein ; or under a lease of 
lands or tenements for a life or lives, which lease is to end and de- 
termine on some such covenant or condition that a freehold estate 
has not been demised by the same ; or under a lease of lands or 
tenements for a life or lives, or a certain number of years, which 
life or lives is or are dead ; or under a lease of land or tenements 
for a life or lives, which lease has expired or been surrendered; 
after due notice not to vote by virtue of any such Registry shall 
have been given to such person by any Candidate or by any Inspec- 
tor of any Candidate, and which notice every Candidate and Inspec- 
tor is thereby authorized and empowered to give such person at 
any time before or during such Election, or in the place of polling ; 
such person, on being convicted thereof, shall forfeit to any person 
who shall sue for the same the sum of Twenty Pounds, to be reco- 
vered by him or them, with treble costs of suit, by action of debt 
at any general quarter sessions of the peace, or at any assizes that 
may be held for the county in which such Election shall have taken • 
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4 Geo lv. place : And whereas by an Act passed in the fourth year of his late 
MdjfeSty’S feign, ihtituled, “ An Act to consolidate and aiherid the 
^ several Acts then in force, so far as the same relate to the election 
“ and return of Members to serve in Parliament for Counties of Cities 
“ and Counties of Towns in Ireland,” a similar provision is made 5 
with reference to such Counties of Cities and Counties of Towns : 

And whereas the giving of such cautionary Notices by Candidates 
and Inspectors at and during the time of an Election, and in the place 
of polling, has been productive in many cases of vexatious delays and 
inconvenience to Voters, and is inexpedient and unnecessary ; IO 
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Not to exempt 
fraudulent 
Voters from 
Penalties. 



515(2; it therefore Cnactei), by The KING’S Most Excellent Ma- 
jesty; by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the passing of 
this Acty so much of the said recited Acts of the first and of the 15 
fourth years of his late Majesty’s reign as authorizes arid empowers 
every candidate and inspector to give such cautionary notices to 
voters at any time before or during Elections in Ireland, or in the 
place of polling at such Elections, and as renders it necessary that 
such notices shall have been so given to any person voting by virtue 20 
of the registry of the said therein recited alleged freeholds, in 
order to such person being or becoming subject to and incurring 
the penalties thereby imposed, shall be and are hereby Repealed : 
Provided always, That nothing herein contained shall exempt or 
be construed to exempt from such penalties any person who at the 25 
Election of any Member or Members to serve in Parliament for any 
county, or county of a city, or county of a town in Ireland, shall 
vote by virtue of the registry of such alleged freehold as aforesaid, 
but such person on being convicted thereof, notwithstanding the 
want of such notice by any candidate or inspector, shall forfeit to 30 
any person or persons who shall sue for the same, the said sum of 
Twenty pounds , to be recovered by him or them, with treble costs 
of suit, by proceeding in the nature of civil bill, at any general 
quarter sessions of the peace that may be held for the ' county, or 
county of the city, or county of the town, in which such Election shall 35 
have taken place, or by action of debt in any of His Majesty’s courts 
of record in Ireland. 



AND whereas by an Act passed in the tenth year of His late 
Majesty’s reign, intituled, <c An Act to amend certain Acts of Par- 
“ liament of Ireland, relative to the Election of Members to serve 40 
“ in Parliament, and to regulate the Qualification of Persons en- 
“ titled to vote at the election of Knights of the Shire in Ireland,” it 
is enacted, That no person shall be admitted to vote at any Elec- 
tion of any Knight of the Shire to serve in the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom for any county in Ireland (save as thereinafter 
provided) unless such person shall have estates of freehold in lands 
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tenements or hereditaments in such county of the clear yearly 
value of Ten pounds at the least over and above all charges (except 
as therein excepted) : And whereas doubts have arisen in the con- 
struction of said last recited Act, whether any person having an 
5 estate of freehold arising out of separate and distinct holdings, or 
held under and by virtue o( two or more separate and distinct 
leases, deeds or instruments of lands tenements or hereditaments, 
which lands tenements or hereditaments taken conjunctively shall 
be of the clear yearly value of Ten pounds at the least over and 
io above all charges (except as excepted in the said last recited Act) 
though taken separately they may be under that value, has the 
power and authority under the said last recited Act to register his 
estate or estates of freehold in the manner and according to the form 
therein appointed for the registration of freeholds of the annual 
1 5 value of Ten pounds, and is qualified and enabled to vote at Elections 
of Knights of the Shire in Ireland: And whereas it is expedient 
that such doubts be removed ; BE it therefore Enacted and De- 
clared, That the true intent and meaning of so much of the said 
Act of the tenth year of his late Majesty’s reign as is above spe- 
20 daily recited and referred to, is ahd shall be, and shall be held 
to have been, that any person or persons having an estate of free- 
hold within any county in Ireland, arising from lands tenements 
or hereditaments, and held under and by virtue as well of two or 
more separate and distinct leases deeds or instruments, as. of one 
25 single deed, lease or instrument, and which lands tenements or 
hereditaments, taken either separately or conjunctively, shall be 
of the clear yearly value of Ten pounds at the least, over and above 
all charges, except only public or parliamentary taxes, county, 
church or parish cesses or rates, and cesses on any townland or 
30 division of any parish or barony, may register the same in the 
manner and according to the several forms conditions and provisions 
in said last recited Act contained, and in the Schedule thereof, 
with reference to freeholds of such annual value, and vote at the 
election of Knights of the Shire to serve in Parliament for such 
35 county, so long as any one or more of such holdings, taken separately 
or conjunctively, shall be of the clear yearly value of Ten pounds at 
the least, over and above all charges, except as aforesaid. 
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And be it further Enacted, That the said herein recited Acts of Former Acts, 
the first and tenth years of his late Majesty’s reign, and all and altered by 
40 every the clauses, provisions, conditions, exceptions, powers, autho- ^minm* 0 
rities, rules, penalties, forfeitures, matters and things therein con- force - 
tained, shall remain in full force and effect, except in so far as the 
said Acts, or any of them, is or are by this Act altered or ex- 
plained. 
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
